Leer, the leader of the jail breakers. 

Brown communicated his find to Con- 
ductor F. E. Lawrence and F. Moore 
and R. Day, two other bratkemen. 
When the train reached Morning .View 
the conductor secured a revolver for 
each man. Going to the car where the 
men were Leer was tqjd to come out 
and throw up his hands. The other 
negro was commanded to do the same 
thing. He complied after making a 
futile attempt to draw a revolved iden- 
tified as Turnkey Kiser’s. After being 
searched the m*n were marched to. the 
caboose with drawn revolvers and the 
CovingtonPolice Department communi- 
cated with. t The negroes were taken 
to Covington and locked up in the 
county jail.

W. Judy went to Covington on the ear- 
ly train Wednesday morning, returning 
with the prisoners on the 10:30 train. 
They are now in irons at their former 
stopping place, and there is no danger 
of another escape. The other two pris- 
oners will be landed, no doubt, in a 
few days, as the officers have a line on 
them.

A new disease among the turkeys in 
Clark county is killing entire flocks for 
them. The disease is similar to roup, 
many|attribute it to'the extremely wet 
season. Mr. S. J. Corkwright, of 
Clark, has suffered the greatest loss. 
Each year he raises a large number ot 
the national birds, and this season he 
tried to eclipse all former efforts. Mr. 
Corkwright had thirty-two turkey hens 
and had settings of an even five hun- 
dred eggs. Three hundred and S ixty 
young turkeys were the result of the 
hatch, and the prevalent disease has 
killed evrey turkey on the place. 

If this wholesale destruction contin- 
ues turkey promises to be scarcer than 
tobacco crops in 1908, and the fellow 
that expect to have turkey grace his 
Thanksgiving board, will have to be a 
Rockefeller or a member of the tobac- 
co trust.

amounts due from , the State and the 
interest from these bonds were added 
to the per capita from the State. We 
have not seen the estimate for several 
years, but suppose this interest will 
add to the per captia for Bourbon 
county. What is left of the dog tax 
collected in each county after paying 
for sheep killed is also added to che 
school fund in each county. This will 
add several hundred dollars to the 
school fund in Bourbon. 

On the other hand a sub-district re- 
ceives pay for a certain number of 
pupils even if the number enrolled is 
much less than the stipulated number. 
This amount comes from the large dis- 
tricts and has the effect of diminishing 
the per capita. 

Thus it will be seen that the school 
fund per pupil may vary materially in 
the various counties. As a fact it does 
vary from $3.92 in Franklin to $4.39 in 
Nicholas an Perry counties. 

The per capita for Bourbon county 
will be $4 21. Last year the per capita 
was $3.55.

But when it is all over there remains 
the encumbrance of the husband.

The divorce courts 
of France and England aie not al- 
ways so accommodating as those of 
Nevada. In that respect the American 
system is unsurpassed in cheapness 
and expedition, but as the foreign hus- 
band is seldom so obliging as to trans- 
plant himself to these shores for the 
sake of being divorced from his best 
means of support it -is not usually 
available.

Federal Quarantine for Sheep 
Scab in Kentucky Modified. 

The quarantine recently declared by j 
the United States Department of Ag- ; 
riculture on the State of Kentucky on j 
account of the disease known as scab- 
ies in sheep has been modified so as to | 
premit the reforwarding in interstate ! 
commerce of shipments from other ! 
states of sheep that are free from ! 
scabies and from exposure thereto, and 
that in transit through Kentucky aie 
unloaded at points in that State, pro- 
viding such unloading shall be into j 
pens or yards which have been special- 
ly cleaned and disinfected for the pur- 
pose, under the supervision of an em- 
ployee of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, and which have been specially 
designated and approved for that pur- 
pose by the Chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry. 

The quarantine has also been modi- 
fied so as to permit the interstate ship- 
ment of sheep of States not quarantin- 
ed for scabies, which are exhibited at! 
the Kentucky State Fair to be held in 
Louisville, September 13 to.18, subject 
to the following restrictions ; 

Such sheep shall be shipped by'rail- 
to Louisville and shall not be unloaded 
in the area quarantined for sheep 
scabies elsewhere than Louisville. Sep- ! 
arate cleaned and disinfected chutes 
and other facilities shall.be provided j 
for thejexclusive loading and reloadir g 
of such sheep at Louisville. Such sheep 
shall be hauled in cleaned and disin- 
fected wagons direct from the cars in 
which they arrive at Louisville to the 
fair grounds, and from the fair grounds 
direct* to’ the cars in which they are to 
be reshipped. 

That portion of the fair grounds 01 
other premises to be occupied exclu- 
sively by such sheep shall be cleaned 
and disinfected under the supervision 
of an Employee of the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry before said sheep are 
placed therein. 

Such she«»p shall not be moved in- 
terstate from Louisville except in 
clean and disinfected cars, nor unless ' 
accompanied by a certificate issued by 
an inspector of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry showing that the sheep have 
had no opportunity to become infected j 
with scabies.

Not to pool is to vote for a six, in- 
stead of a seventeen cents price on 
your tobacco. ’ 

Not to pool is to da what you can to 
defeat a peaceable move to throw off 
oppression, and to obtain a better liv- 
ing for your families. 

Remember nothing so rivets the 
chains of oppression upon a people as 
a -continued and tame submission to 
being wronged.

The Organization of the Kentucky 
State Fair Work. 

Few realize the amount of labor and 
toe amount of organization that it 
takes to put on a State Fair. On Sep- 
tember 13th at Louisville will be open- 
ed the seventh annual Kentucky State 
Fair. Visitors will find on exhibition 
the best specimens of practically every 
product of the state. To collect these 
exhibits and to systemize them so as 
to have everything ready for inspec- 
tion and to operate the same for six 
days, costs about 150,000. First comes 
the secretary, who is charged with the 
responsibility of getting everything in 
readiness together with a large cleri- 
cal force, then the heads of each de- 
partment, which is always some mem- 
ber of the State Board of Agriculture, 
with superintendents and assistants 
sufficient to look after each exhibit; 
a force of watchmen, guards, ticket 
sellers and takers, laborers, etc., until 
if the ,whole force were gathered to- 
gether it would represent a good- 
sized army. Each person is adapted 
to handle his particular w’ork, and no 
more system is required in any great 
industrial plant than in an exhibition 
of such magnitude. It was through 
this thoroughly organized force that 
all the details of last year’s fair was 
worked out in such an incredibly short 
time. And the energy displayed by 
such a force is one of the interesting 
things to be noted at a state fair.

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ENTRIES AND EXHIBITS. 

Exhibition and Classification of thO 
^ Kentucky State Fair. 

Entries and exhibits of all livestock 
departments except for horses, mules 
and jack stock will close Monday, 
Sept. 6th, at 6:00 p. m., and all other 
departments prior to Friday, Sept. 10. 
Entries of horses, mules and jack 
stock will close positively at 12 o’clock 
noon the day before the exhibition. 
There will be a printed program of the 
entries of horses, jack stock and cat- 
tle, together 'with the name of the 
owner, name and color of the animal 
and number of the entry, which must 
correspond with the number worn by 
the person in charge of the animal. It 
Is absolutely essential that this infor- 
mation accompany the entry, which 
must be filed with the secretary before 
the closing date. Exhibits must be 
placed by 9 o’clock Monday morning. 
Sept. 13th, and all exhibitors will be 
so notified. There are 1,400 different 
rings in which prizes are offered, and 
there is a total of over 300 lots. 

The horse classification is subdivid- 
ed into classes suitable for light har- 
ness, flve-gaited saddle-horses, road- 
sters, combined harness and five-gait- 
ed horses, American carriage horses, 
three-gaited saddle-horses, combination 
horses, plantation saddle-horses, high 
stepping and runabout classes, Shet- 
land ponies and fine horses. 

Good premiums are given for both 
mules and jack stock. 

In the beef cattle department. Short- 
horns, Herefords, Polled Durhams, 
Aberdeen-Angus and Red Polls are 
given most liberal classifications. In 
the Dairy Cattle Department, Jerseys, 
Holsteln-Friesians, Guernseys and 
Ayrshlres are recognized. The swine 
department includes Berkshires, Po- 
land Chinas, Duroc Jerseys, Chester 
Whites, Tamworths, Hampshires and 
Yorkshires. In the sheep department 
prizes are offered for the following 
breeds: Shropshires, Southdowns, 

Oxfords, Hampshires, Cotswolds, Dor- 
sets, American Merinos, Delaine Me- 
rlnos, Rambouillets, Lincolns, Cheviots 
and also a class for Angora goats. 

The pou’try department covers ev- 
ery knpwn standard variety. The 
same Is true of the pigeon department, 
the prize money for these departments 
being much larger than iast year. The 
department for vegetables and melons, 
field seed and grain and tobacco con- 
tains classes for almost every product 
grown on the farm. In horticulture 
there are over 700 prizes offered for 
apples, peaches, pears, grapes and mis- 
cellaneous fruits. Plants and flowers, 
one of the most beautiful and attrac- 
tive exhibits of the State Fair, will be 
well taken care of this year and will 
be placed alongside of the women’s 
department. In no department Is 
there a more Interesting collection of 
premiums than In that set aside for 
woman’s work, children’s work and 
table luxuries. 

FINE DAIRY STOCK. 

Holstein-Friesians at the Kentucky 
State Fair. 

The Holstein-Friesian has long been 
known to Kentuckians as a great milk 
producer, but there has been no con- 
certed action among the breeders of 
this dairy cow In Kentucky. The fact 
that the three hospitals for the insane 
and the state feeble-minded Institute 
at Frankfort hare decided to use this 
breed altogether in their dairies, re- 
quiring six or seven hundred cows, Is 
a great stimulus to the breed In Ken- 
tucky. 

The $350 donated to the Kentucky 
State Fair by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association is In great measure due 
to Stanley Mllward, a member of the 
board of control for these Institutions, 
and a recognition on the part of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of the 
value such a move would be to this 
breed of cattle In the state.

Students’ Judging Contest. 

Commissioner M. C. Rankin has of- 
fered two sets of prizes for farmer 
boys in this state and for the students 
in the Agricultural College. The 
amount for farmer boys is $100, to be 
awarded to the young man who makes 
the largest score In Judging livestock 
at the State Fair. This money to be 
used as scholarship to the Agricultural 
Department of the State University, 
the contestant to be required to file 
written opinion, with reasons there- 
for, on horses, cattle, swine and sheep 
exhibits. The prize for students' judg- 
ing contest amounts to $50. to be dlv 
Ided into $20, $15, $10 and $5. Com- 
petition will be limited to students in 
the State University. It is the pur- 
pose of the commissioner in offering 
these specials to educate the young 
men of the state in livestock Judging. 
The requirements are quite liberal, 
and there is no reason why any bright 
young man in the state should not en- 
ter the contest. 

The Louisville public schools will 
for the first time have an exhibit of 
the work done in the various grades 
upon the State Fair grounds this year 
during the week of Sept. 13-18. The 
Kentucky State Fair Is getting to be 
more and more an educational institu 
tion, and it Is hoped before many 
years to have a great display of the 
work done in the various schools of 
'.he commonwealth.

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Preparing for Dedication of New 
Capitol. 

If the plans of the Dedication Com- 
mittee are carried out in detail the 
dedication of the new Capitol at Frank- 
fort will be a pretentious event. The 
principal feature will be the reception 
by the state officers in their respec- 
tive offices of the new building. 

Governor Beckham and Governor 
Willson will receive in the Governor's 
room. Auditor James and Auditor Ha- 
ger in the Auditors’ Department, 
Treasurer Farley and Treasurer Bos- 
worth in the Treasurer’s room, and so 
on. 

Governor Willson will preside and in- 
troduce the real orator of the day, to 
be selected by a committee of five, 
who will be appointed and agreed upon 
by the State Capitol Commission, the 
Business Mens’ Club of Frankfort and 
a number of prominent citizens of that 
city. It was agreed to that former 
Governor Beckham should be on the 
program for an address, and many of 
the citizens of Frankfort desire him 
selected as the real orator of the occa- 
sion. 

A|big ball in the State reception room 
at the new Capitol will be ;given, and 
an overflow bail will be given at the 
Collisium Building. 

It has been agreed that the dedica- 
tion will not take place until after the 
November election. Attorney-General 
Breathitt presided 'and J. M. Vander 
Verr was secretary of the meeting. 
L. C. Luttrel, of Owenton ; W. O. Hin- 
ton, of Paris, and R. A. ;McDowell, of 
Louisville, represented the commercial 
organizations. 

The last of the land that will have to 
be purchased by the Capitol Commis- 
sion for the Capitol grounds was paid 
for Tuesday by State Auditor Frank 
P. James when he gave This warrant 
for $2,500 to W'illiam ; Cromwell for a 
strip of ground fronting on Capitol 
avenue. This is the strip of ground 
that Governor Willson called a “post- 
age stamp,” and threatened to de- 
nounce the purchase of it in his annual 
message to the Legislature. The 
land is 64 feet front and 31 feet deep. 
The price was fixed by a Board of Ar- 
bitration selected by the commission 
and Cromwell.
